Wooster, O., Aug. 4—The Grace Tag- 


gart who sits in court today under the 
gaze of a room full of spectators while 
attorneys lay bare the details of their 
charges against her, looks another wo- 
man than the Grace Taggart who sat 
with her boys at her side at her home 
on the eve of the trial. 


As if with branding irons the tales of 


scandal in the army have laid their 
marks on .her. The lines have deep- 
ened in her face. Hollows have come 
beneath her eyes. From her cheeks 
all the color has been blanched in the 
two days of the ordeal. The change is 
pitiable and the simple black dress and 
hat she wears makes only more vident 
the signs of suffering. Two days have 
bowed the woman's straight shoulders. 
But bravely still she faces unflinching- 
ly each witness that appears against 
her. 
She shows no signs of flinching 


beneath the charges they make. But 
where at first she smiled, she now with 
eyes still unflinching, seems searching 
the faces of her friends gathered about 
her in the room. "Do they believe 
this of me?" is what her gray eyes 
seem to ask. 


There were tears of sympathy in 


the eyes of the minister's wife as she 
watched the face of this scourgd wo- 
man in court Thursday. 
"It is piti- 


ful," 
she said 
today. "What marks 


these last few days have left in Mrs. 
Taggart's face.'' 


A tragedy developing from hour to 


hour these grim walls of the old court 
room witness. , 


"Not a word have I said against my 


wife's name, and not one of the charg- 
es against her have been made by me. 
Not a word will I say against her."' 
These declarations are from a remark- 
able interview with Captain Taggart 
before the opening 
of court 
today. 


This is taken as a corroboration of a 
rumor long in circulation here that the 
charges against Mrs. Taggart were 
brought by his attorneys, without Capt. 
Taggart's knowledge. It has been ex- 
plained by Captain Taggart's friends 
that the ethics of the service will not 
permit him to 
speak ill of his wife, 


even after his separation .from her. 
When he brought his children here, ac- 
cording to this explanation he consult- 
ed his attorneys. 


They told him the only way to keep 


them was by a divorce suit, with proof 
that 'Mrs. Taggart was not a fit person 
to have possession of them. They had 
to go ahead to get the evidence with- 
out information from Taggart until 
after suits had been begun. 


From another source comes informa- 


tion that Captain Taggart has refused 
Hie pleadings of his attorneys that ho 
take the stand against his wife. 


"My attorneys brought these charges 


against my wife,'" said Captain Tag- 
gart today. "I 
will say no word 


against her." 


When court opened today the deposi- 


tion of Morrow Taggart and father of 
Captain Taggart was read. He is an 
yged man and was unable to come to 
court. He testified: 
"I knew 
Mrs. 


Taggart when she was living at Orr- 
ville. 
I went to her house one day 


when Wm. Taggart was there. A bot- 
tle of whisky stood on a table. I was 
leaving when Wm. Taggart asked me 
ii I would have a drink of 'booze.' 


"There were no glasses and I drank 


from the bottle. Mrs. Taggart was sit- 
ting on a trunk fixing some clothes in 
it. 
Ir was about 9 o'clock when I got 


to the house. I knocked several times 
and Wm. Taggart came and let me in. 


"When Captain Taggart and his wife 


lived at my house they seemed very 
happy and I wish they could live hap- 
pily together now. I always 
thought 


Mrs. Taggart a virtuous woman. Cap- 
lain Taggart never drank until he en- 
tered the army."

Northern Korea.

Attorney General Wade Ellis Talks to 


County Auditors—All Partisan 


. Speeches are Tabooed. 


Cedar Point, O., Aug. 4. — The an- 


nual legUlative reunion 
here 
was 


opened formally by a banquet, which 
was attended by United States Sen- 
ator Dick. Governor Herrick, Attor- 


by a goodly number of members of 
the Seventy-fifth 
and Seventy-sixth 


General assemblies. 
Partisan 
and 


campaign utterances were tabooed by 
all the speakers. 
Hon. Samuel W. 


West was toastmaster. 


Governor Herrick's address was of 


an entirely nonpartisan nature. The 
feature of his speech was in its refer- 
ence to "graft." "One question," said 
he, ''upon which all parties should be 
In accord, is the determination to 
stamp out 'graft.' 
This is not an is- 


sue, because while there are bad men 
in all parties which are given control 
of public affairs who are guilty of the 
offense, it is also a fact that all good 
men of all parties are equally opposed 
to it. The grafter should be punished, 
outlawed and ostracised, the same as 
the burglar." 


The governor's only reference to 


the approaching; campaign was as fol- 
lows: "In no more useful way could 
Ohio maintain her prestige than by 
inaugurating within her borders an 
absolute era of good feeling between 
the adherents of the different political 
parties, dropping all billingsgate and 
misrepresentation. Intemperate state- 
ments and unfounded charges are in- 
evitably destined 
finally to act as 


boomerangs." 


Other features of the occasion -were 


the secret conference held between 
Senator Charles Dick, Governor Her- 
rick and Secretary John Malloy con- 
cerning plans for the approaching 
state campaign, and speech of Attor- 
ney General Wade H. Ellis at the an- 
nual meeting of the state association 
of county auditors. During the entire 
trip from the capital the governor, 
senator and Secretary Malloy were in 
conference on the train. During the 
conference the senator explained the 
exact situation in the state. About all 
the governor would say of the con- 
ference was that he was entirely sat- 
isfied with the reports he had re- 
reived from the chairman and secre- 
tary and the outlook for the campaign 
•was most gratifying. One of the mat- 
ters discussed was the appointment 
ot a campaign finance committee. It 
was stated that this commitee would 
probably be appointed next week. 


The 
speech of Attorney General 


Ellis was very much in the nature of a 
warning and rebuke of the county 
auditors of the state. He .told them 
frankly, and oven bluntly, that they 
mighC as well resign themselves to 
the fact that if the next legislature 
was Republican the fee system would 
be displaced by a reasonable salary 
law. 
He further commented upon the 


fact that the county auditors of the 
state have much to do with fixing the 
tax levies in their respective counties, 
and .stated that notwithstanding the 
fact that the state tax levy had been 
more than cut in half by tax legisla- 
tion three years ago, only 11 of 88 
counties in the state had been bene- 
fited thereby.

in the morning and returned to Co 
lumbus. 
Governor Herrick also left 


early for Cleveland, where he expects 
to spend Friday, and will return Sat- 
urday morning to Vermillion, where 
he is to be one of the speakers at a 
county fair.

State Auditor Walter 
D. Guilbert 


should direct a few of the supervisors 
and inspectors of uniform accounting 
to look after the books of the aforesaid 
auditor, inspect his accounts, audit the 
bills he has ordered paid, and it may 
be that, the treasury will be enriched 
by a fund of Irom ?f>,000 to $8,000 in a 
single''item. 


The third section of the Constitution 


specifies certain state officers, includ- 
ing the auditor, who are to be elected. 


The nineteenth section of the article 


provides that they 
"shall, at stated 


times receive for their services a com- 
pensation to be established 
by law, 


which shall neither be increased nor 
diminished 
during the 
period for 


which they shall have been elected." 


The duties of the auditor, as defined 


Uy law are: 
''To act as chief account- 


ing officer of the State's financial trans- 
actions; issue all warrants upon the 
treasury; settle with the county treas- 
urers and other like officers ,and per- 
form all other duties directed by law." 


The law fixes his compensation at 


$3,000. a year, and yet he is drawing 
$5,1)00 at least tor performing the du- 
ties directed 
by law. 
without 
any 


statute authorizing the increase with- 
in the meaning of the law and the con- 
stitution. 


He receives, under the law of 1902 


and 1904, relating to the bureau ot uni- 
form accounting, $2,000 as chief super- 
visor. But this is an evasion of, not a 
compliance with the constitutional pro 
vision. 


The compensation of $3,000 named in 


the statute is for the performance of 
all tfie duties inhering in the office. 
This &um may be inadequate, but it is 
all the law authorizes. 


If it be contended that the chief sup- 


ervisor is a separate office, and, there- 
fore, entitles him to a separate com- 
pensation, it is admitted that the sal- 
ary cannot be lawfully drawn out ot 
the state treasury. 


A state official to be entitled to draw 


audi'or, he drew his warrant payable 
to himself for $2,uoo in addition to his 
regulai salary for performing "duties 
directed by law." 


Of course, the legislature could cre- 


ate ihe deputy supervisorships and in- 
spectorships, and fix the compensation

It returned 
ar midnight. 


For breakfast on June 2li "hoiself 


(Russian bvothi, cooked with the meat 
purchased at Odessa, was served to 
the sailor«. Without a dissenting voice 
they cried that they would not eat the 
"borsch," the meat beinir tmlit for 
food. 
Nevertheless certain sailors did 


eat the soup, and so their declaration 
did not become known in the cabin. 


The day following the soup was re- 


made with fie same meat. This time 
all sailors refused to cat. Commandant 
Gelerowsky. .second in command, and 
a second lieutenant came along and 
demanded to know why nobody ate 
the soup.

Mr. Crayton explained why the city 


was unable at, this time to extend the 
water mains to the new foundry ow- 
ing to its inability to transfer money 
rom one fund to another and is there- 
ore without the cash to make the 
xterisir.n and why the Water coni- 
jany, because of the present litigation, 
s unable to make the extensions it- 
;elf. 


The matter was brought to the at- 
ention of the Board of Trade and a 
lommittee without the knowledge of 
he Wehrle Company raised the money 
necessary to extend the water mains 
o the Wehrle plant 
and provide 


snougir water plugs to give the big 
oundry protection against fire. The 
>oard authorized the use of $1600 of 
ts treasury money and in three hours 
•aised $2,000 among tiie business men 
of the city. 


A contract was made with a Chicago 


firm for water pipe and the pipe is 
now on the ground. 
Arrangements 


are being made to lav the pipe at 
once under the direction of the Board 


f Trade committee. 
Superintendent W. A. Areach gener 


ously gives the water, so within a 
hort time the immense plant in West 
Vewark which means so much to the 
prosperity of tne city will be amply 
protected. 


The Board of Trade in the past ten 


vears has done much to promote the 
rowth of Newark, out probably 
no 


single act has been so important as 
.he one just accomplished. Owing to 
present conditions the 
Wehrle com- 


mny has had difficulty in keeping in- 
surance on its property and has un- 
loubtedly withheld certain extensions 
and additions to the plant that would 
otherwise have been made. 


Just before the deal 
was accom- 


plished Mr. William W. Wehrle learn- 
sd of the Board's proposed action and 
he entered a strong protest 
saying 


that he did not want the business men 
to obligate themselves for his com- 
pany, but the Board replied that it felt 
that the city of Newark owes 
the 


Wehrle company ample fire protection 
and as neither the city nor the water 
company is at present in position 
to 


provide protection the Board wanted 
the privilege of extending the mains 
to the foundrv. 


This institution when in full opera- 


tion employs 2.000 men. It 
has

monthlv payroll of about $100.000. and 
these dollars so into the business 
channels of Newark. Every business 
interest in the city is affected. 


If the big West End plant should be 


destroyed by fire or forced to suspend 
indefinitely it would be an irreparable 
loss.
